The production of beer in the 
United States last year amounted 
to 525,000,000 gallons, an average of 
more than 14 gallons for every in- 
habitant. This average is still be- 
hind that of Belgium, of Great 
Britain and of Germany, the Ger- 
man average being 22 gallons per 
head annually, but it is larger than 
that of any other country, and the 
increase in the consumption of malt 
liquorsin this country is in every 
way remarkable. In 1863 the total 
production was but 62,000,000 gal- 
lons, so that the increase has been 
more than eight-fold in 20 years, 
the population having increased 
but 60 per cent. To counterbalance 
this the statistics show that the 
production of distilled liquors has 
diminished during this period, not- 
withstanding the increase of popu- 
lation. This confirms the general 
ebservation that beer has to a large 
extent supplanted whisky as a pop- 


ular drink. 
| 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Up to nearly a week ago there 
had been only stagnation in the 
‘wool market, but the deadlock ap- 
pears to have been broken, and the 
market is experiencing great activ- 
ity. At Red Bluff, the center of 
the northern California wool sec- 
tion, the prices range from 15 to 22} 
cents per pound. The break was in 
favor of the buyers, growers baving 
held out for 25 cents as the top rate.
